Eugene V, Debs, who has suddenly 
oome to view.aa tbe director of this 
cott, is ■ yonng man. He was bo 
Tcrrc Haute, Iud., in IBM, on 
Fawkes's day. Hia father was a family 
grocer there. Tbe son teudetl itore 
the daytime and got bis education 
night. Hia first work waa in the paint 
shops of the V u mini ia Railroad, from 
whieb |x>sition he rose to be a fin 
on a locomotive running between 
I en ,• Haute and Vaudalia. 

It was not, however, nntil he joined 
a lodge of tbe Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen that be developed his 
ambition. He waa sent as a delegate to 
tbe conventions and ultimately became 
editor of tbe Locomotive Firemen's 
Magazine. 

In 1HH4 he was aent to the State Leg- 
islature by the Democrats. In 1B7M be 
was elected City Clerk of Terre Haute.
